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MILESTONES 


This  year  of  1976,  New  Boston  helped  our  Nation  celebrate  its  200th 
birthday.  Co-chairmen  of  the  town's  bicentennial  committee  were 
Patricia  Getman  and  Nonah  Poole.  Celebrations  by  various 
organizations  were  held  throughout  the  year.  The  Girl  Scouts  buried  a 
time  capsule  in  the  cemetery  at  the  Memorial  Day  exercises,  the  official 
Bicentennial  flag  was  presented  to  the  town,  June  13th  and  July  4th 
celebration  was  a  patriotic  salute  to  this  Bicentennial  year.  New  Boston 
also  minted  a  Bicentennial  medal  and  a  plate,  as  depicted  on  cover. 

The  new  Caterpillar  road  grader  was  delivered  April  16,  which  was 
voted  for  at  town  meeting. 

The  4-H  Foundation  built  an  $80,000  indoor  livestock  arena  at  the 
Youth  Center  which  is  one  of  the  largest  barns  of  its  kind  in  New  Hamp- 
shire. 

Sadness  touched  New  Boston  when  Miss  Josie  Warren,  our  oldest 
citizen  died  in  July,  just  a  week  before  her  101st  birthday.  Waldron 
Hersey  died  in  Maine  on  August  11  where  he  was  spending  the  summer. 
"Brad"  will  be  missed  by  the  many  New  Boston  organizations  in  which 
he  took  an  active  part. 

Miss  Elsie  Warren,  97,  was  presented  the  Gold  Headed  Cane  on 
September  12  by  selectman,  Roland  Sallada.  This  is  the  fourth  time  this 
cane  has  been  in  the  Warren  family. 

The  Souhegan  Branch  Bank  was  opened  for  business  on  November  29. 
This  is  the  remodeled  stable  of  the  Tavern  of  Whipple  fame. 

These  1976  events  of  New  Boston,  some  happy  and  some  sad,  were 
submitted  by  the  New  Boston  Historical  Society.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator,  David  L.  Nixon,  at  ap- 
proximately 10:00  a.m.  The  Lord's  Prayer  was  led  by  Police  Officer, 
Charles  Murdo.  Wilma  Dane,  the  newest  member  of  the  Ballot  Clerks, 
led  the  group  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag. 

Work  commenced  under  Articles  1,  2  &  3  until  the  close  of  the  polls  at 
7:00  p.m.,  at  which  time  the  remaining  Articles  would  be  acted  upon.  The 
polls  were  opened,  with  Sandra  Gendron  casting  the  first  ballot.

A  motion  was  made  by  George  Hawkins  and  seconded  by  Donald 
Byam  at  7:00  that  the  polls  remain  open  until  7:15.  This  motion  carried. 

It  was  agreed,  by  the  majority  present,  that  a  "No  Smoking  Ban"  be  in 
effect  for  the  evening.  The  ban  was  allowed  by  the  Moderator. 

The  polls  were  closed  at  7:20  with  Beulah  Hayes  casting  the  last  vote. 
The  meeting  was  in  brief  recess  while  the  polling  booths  were  dis- 
assembled. The  ballot  counting  commenced  immediately,  a  new  in- 
novation, enabling  the  results  to  be  announced  as  soon  as  the  count  was 
completed. 

The  meeting  resumed  at  7:30  p.m.  to  consider  the  remainder  of  the 
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warrant.  Prayer  was  offered  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Holland,  followed  by  the 
Pledge  to  the  Flag  led  by  outgoing  Selectman,  George  H.  Hawkins.  The 
Circle  Singers  (Nancy  Whynall,  (Jail  Parker,  Barbara  Kierman,  Nonah 
Poole,  and  Francos  Towne)  accompanied  by  Ann  Mitchell  on  the  piano, 
led  the  Assembly  in  the  singing  of  the  National  Anthem  in  honor  of  the 
Bicentennial  Year.  Introduction  of  the  Town  Officers  was  done  by  the 
Moderator  including  the  Selectmen,  Town  Clerk,  Deputy  Town  Clerk, 
Supervisors  of  the  Checklist,  Ballot  Clerks,  Police  Officer,  and  Finance 
Committee. 

Recognition  was  given,  by  the  Moderator,  to  the  excellent  efforts  of 
Larry  Abbott  and  volunteers  in  removing  the  polls  and  setting  up  chairs 
for  the  meeting  and  to  Andy  Clark,  who  plowed  the  parking  lot  in 
preparation  for  the  meeting.

Stephen  Spielman, 
Trustee  of  the  Library,  explained  the  increase  was 
necessary  for  the  salary  for  an  Assistant  Librarian.  The 
motion  was  thus  passed  in  the  affirmative.

A  motion  was  made  by  Howard  Towne  and  seconded  by  Robert 
Getman  that  this  article  be  accepted,  and  the  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  6  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $486.50  to  finance  studies  to  be  conducted  by  the  SNHPC.  These 
funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds 
available  for  planning  purposes,  to  finance  studies  approved  by  the 
Commission  and  toward  operation  of  the  SNHPC. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Richard  Whynall  and  seconded  by  Yvonne 
Gomes  that  this  article  be  accepted.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  7  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000,  the  State  to  contribute  $2,000,  for  the  construction  of  a 
sidewalk,  curbing,  landscaping,  and  necessary  drainage  on  Route  13  to 
Depot  Bridge. 

Selectman  Roland  Sallada  explained  that  a  printing  error  had  been 
made  and  the  article  should  read  "on  Route  13  to  School  Road,  etc." 

Roy  Lowell  said  he  was  under  the  impression  that  this  money  had 
already  been  appropriated.  Selectman  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  explained 
that  this  was  a  continuing  project  and  would  be  completed  this  year. 
Robert  Todd  inquired  as  to  the  total  cost  of  the  Town.  Selectman  George 
Hawkins  replied  that  the  cost  to  the  Town  was  $4,000  which  would  entitle 
us  to  funds  from  the  state  of  $8,000. 

Article  8  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
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sum  of  $162.00  for  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  Control. 

The  motion  to  accept  this  article  as  printed  was  made  by  Donald 
By  am  and  seconded  by  James  Dane.  The  motion  carried. 

Article  9  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $3,300  for  a  Tax  Base  Map  required  by  State  Law  by  the  year 
1980. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  George 
Hawkins  that  this  article  be  approved.  Richard  Moore  inquired  as  to  the 
relationship  of  articles  9  and  10.  Selectman  Hawkins  explained  that  the 
Town  was  under  contract  to  H.  K.  Moss,  the  company  which  would 
produce  the  final  map  this  year.  Mr.  Klardie  asked  the  total  cost  to  the 
Town,  and  Selectman  Hawkins  replied  $13,900.  The  motion  was  adopted. 

Article  10  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000  for  continuing  work  on  the  Tax  Base  Map. 

The  Article  was  approved  with  the  motion  being  made  by  George 
Hawkins  and  seconded  by  Howard  Towne. 

Article  11  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,097  to  support  the  services  of  the  Monadnock  Community 
Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Cora  Trimbur  and  seconded  by  Janet  Nixon 
to  accept  this  article,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  12  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $149.94  for  the  support  of  a  recreational  program. 

Janet  Nixon  made  the  motion,  and  Cora  Trimbur  seconded,  to  accept 
the  article.  It  carried. 

Article  13  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $11,599.50  for  the  1976  principal  payment  (final)  and  interest  on 
the  new  firehouse. 

It  was  moved  by  Kenneth  Barss  and  seconded  by  John  Ballou  to 
adopt  this  article  as  written.  It  was  voted  on  and  accepted. 

Article  14  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50  as  our  proportionate  support  of  the  Merrimack  Valley 
Regional  Association. 

Robert  Todd  requested  an  explanation  of  the  benefits  that  might  be 
derived  from  this  Association.  Selectman  Roland  Sallada  explained  that 
this  was  an  advertising  program  promoting  the  area.  After  the  motion 
had  been  made  by  Yvonne  Gomes  and  seconded  by  Howard  Towne  to 
accept  the  Article,  it  was  defeated. 

Article  15  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400  to  cover  expenses  of  the  Bicentennial  Committee. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Patricia  Getman  and  seconded  by  Nonah 
Poole  to  accept  the  article.  An  amendment  was  then  offered  by  Patricia 
Getman  and  seconded  by  Robert  Getman  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000  to  cover  Bicentennial  expenses  and  to  sponsor  the  4th  of 
July  Celebration.  Patricia  Getman  explained  that  the  money  would  be 
used  to  finance  a  Bicentennial  Medal  and  the  4th  of  July  Celebration 
which  would  be  under  the  auspices  of  this  committee.  The  money  would 
then  be  reimbursed  to  the  Town  from  the  proceeds  of  these  projects. 
Jean  Lowell,  speaking  for  the  Playground  Association,  which  generally 
sponsors  the  4th  of  July  Celebration,  said  that  they,  along  with  the 
Constitution  No.  2  Handtub  Association,  would  be  sponsoring  a  Muster  in 
New  Boston  on  July  10.  A  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment,  and 
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accepted;  the  article  was  then  voted  as  amended  in  the  affirmative. 

The  results  of  the  balloting  were  announced  by  Moderator  David  L. 
Nixon  and  a  brief  recess  was  called,  with  refreshments  being  sold  by  the 
Little  People's  Depot  Kindergarten.  Money  was  also  collected  to  aid  in 
the  publishing  of  the  Community  Times  at  this  time.  The  amount 
collected  was  in  excess  of  $95.  Those  newly  elected  officers  present  were 
sworn  in  by  Town  Clerk,  Mabel  E.  Hodge.  The  meeting  then  resumed 
with  work  continuing  under  Article  16. 

Article  16  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  buy  a  new  Caterpillar 
Model  No.  130  Motor  Grader  (series  G),  plow  and  wing,  trade  in  our 
Austin-Western  Grader,  full  price  $78,659,  trade-in  allowance  $28,691, 
total  cost  to  Town  $49,968,  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $49,968. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  and  seconded  by 
Daniel  McCreary  to  accept  this  article.  A  detailed  explanation  was 
offered  by  Selectman  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  as  to  how  and  why  the 
decision  was  made  and  what  model  and  type  of  grader  would  be 
purchased.  After  much  discussion  the  question  was  moved  by  Linda 
Rollins  and  seconded  by  Donald  Byam.  A  required  two-thirds  majority 
vote  was  attained  and  discussion  ceased.  The  original  article  was  then 
voted  on  and  passed. 

Article  17  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  withdraw  from  Highway 
Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  the  sum  of  $17,242.24  plus  interest  and 
$12,726  from  Revenue  Sharing,  if  favorable  action  is  taken  on  article  16. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  and  seconded  by 
George  Hawkins  to  accept  the  article.  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  corrected 
the  article  as  printed  by  adding  the  words  "established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  and  balance  to 
be  raised  by  long-term  note/'  to  be  inserted  after  "Revenue  Sharing." 
The  article,  with  the  correction  by  Selectman  Mansfield,  was  then 
adopted. 

Article  18  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue 
long-term  notes  to  cover  any  appropriations  made  under  Articles  16  and 
17. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Donald 
Byam  that  this  Article  be  adopted  as  written,  and  it  was  so  adopted  by  a 
more  than  two-thirds  vote  as  required  by  law. 

Article  19  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000  to  put  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  toward  the  purchase  of 
New  Road  Machinery  in  the  near  future. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Walter 
Houghton  to  pass  over  this  Article.  The  motion  carried. 

Article  20  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000,  $2,000  of  which  is  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  to  purchase  a  thousand  (1,000)  feet  of  large  volume,  low 
pressure  hose  and  associated  fittings  and  adapter. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Barss  and  seconded  by  Howard 
Towne  and  Daniel  McCreary  to  adopt  this  article.  Roland  Sallada 
requested  an  amendment  be  made  by  the  insertion  of  the  words 
"established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972"  after  the  word  "Sharing."  This  amendment  was  seconded  by 
James  Dodge  and  the  amendment  was  adopted.  The  main  motion,  as 
amended,  was  then  passed. 
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The  meeting  then  returned  to  Article  4,  Section  8,  and  a  motion  was 
made  by  Kenneth  Barss,  seconded  by  Warren  Moss  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $9,825  for  the  support  of  the  Fire  Department. 
The  reduction  of  the  original  request  was  due  to  the  adoption  of  Article 
20.  The  motion  was  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  21  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500  to  purchase  protective  firefighters'  clothing  (coats, 
helmets  and  boots). 

A  motion  was  made  by  Kenneth  Barss  and  seconded  by  Walter 
Houghton  that  this  article  be  approved.  It  was  so  voted. 

Article  22  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000  to  put  in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  toward  the  purchase  of 
new  fire  apparatus  in  the  near  future. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Kenneth 
Barss  that  this  article  be  adopted  as  written.  The  article  was  voted  in 
the  affirmative. 

Article  23  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000  to  put  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  toward  the  expansion  of 
present  library  facilities. 

A  motion  to  adopt  this  article  was  made  by  Stephen  Spielman  and 
seconded  by  Carolyn  Todd.  A  brief  explanation  was  offered  by  Stephen 
Spielman  as  to  the  much  needed  additional  space  for  the  Wason  Library. 
The  motion  carried. 

Article  24  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  Emerson- 
Bailey-Clover  Post  No.  19,  The  American  Legion,  to  have  erected  a  so- 
called  Watchman  Light  and  Pole  near  the  Monument  and  Flag  Poles. 

A  motion  was  made  by  James  Dane  and  seconded  by  Donald  Byam  in 
favor  of  this  article.  James  Dane,  speaking  for  the  Post,  explained  that 
the  Public  Service  Co.  would  install  a  light  similar  to  a  street  light  to 
illuminate  the  Monument  and  Flags,  the  cost  of  which  would  be  paid  by 
the  Post.  There  was  much  discussion  as  to  the  attractiveness  of  this  type 
of  lighting  as  opposed  to  a  spotlight,  which  is  now  there,  but  has  been 
subject  to  much  vandalism.  The  possibility  of  the  Town  accepting  the 
responsibility  and  maintenance  of  the  lighting  was  discussed.  The 
motion  by  James  Dane  was  then  withdrawn.  A  second  motion  was  made 
by  James  Dane  and  seconded  by  Charles  Wason:  That  the  Town  request 
and  direct  the  Selectmen  to  see  to  the  immediate  and  continuing  repair 
and  protection  of  the  lights  on  the  Town  Common  illuminating  the 
American  Flags  and  War  Memorial  Monument,  expending  such  monies 
as  may  be  necessary  for  such  purposes.  The  vote  on  the  motion  was 
affirmative. 

Article  25  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  that  all  dogs  in  the  Town  of 
New  Boston  be  restrained  by  their  owners  from  running  free.  (By 
Petition.) 

A  motion  was  made  by  Andrew  Belanger,  Sr.  and  seconded  by 
Everett  Dicey,  to  postpone  consideration  of  Article  25  until  the  1977 
Town  Meeting,  and  that  the  Dog  Law  Study  Committee  appointed  in  1975 
be  re-appointed  for  the  same  purposes  and  directed  to  present  its  report 
and  any  proposed  ordinance  in  time  for  inclusion  in  the  Warrant  and 
Town  Report  for  the  1977  Town  Meeting.  This  motion  carried. 

Article  26  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close,  subject  to  gates  and 
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bars,  Road  No.  108  from  the  Richard  Moody  House  to  Road  No.  86  (Bog 
Brook  Road). 

A  motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  George 
Hawkins  which  added  to  the  description  of  the  area  in  the  article,  but 
was  withdrawn  in  favor  of  a  motion  by  Robert  Todd  and  seconded  by 
Edward  Gallagher.  This  was  to  amend  Article  26  by  inserting  after  the 
words  "Bog  Brook  Road,"  "more  particularly  described  as  com- 
mencing at  about  State  Coordinate  176,  000N,  507,  030E  and  terminating 
at  about  Coordinate  176,  210W,  508,  080E."  The  purpose  of  the  amend- 
ment being  to  make  easier  the  location  of  these  points  in  the  future.  The 
amendment  then  became  the  main  motion  and  was  voted  on  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  27  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  spend 
a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000  for  major  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall. 

It  had  earlier  been  stated  by  Selectman  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  that 
this  money  would  come  from  profits  from  the  sale  of  timber  off  the 
Lydia  Dodge  Lot.  A  motion  was  made  by  George  Hawkins  and  seconded 
by  James  Dane  to  adopt  the  article,  and  it  was  so  voted. 

Article  28  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  $2,000  plus  interest  from  the  Disposal  Systems  Capital 
Reserve  Fund. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  and  seconded  by 
Reginald  Hayes  to  accept  this  article  as  written.  The  motion  carried. 

Article  29  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  by  public  auction,  or  administer  property  of  the  Town  acquired  by 
tax  deed  or  gift. 

A  motion  made  by  Donald  Byam  and  seconded  by  James  Dane  to 
accept  this  article  was  carried  by  the  assembly. 

Article  30  —  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  money  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Town. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Roland  Sallada  and  seconded  by  Thomas 
Mansfield,  Sr.  that  this  article  be  accepted.  The  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative. 

Article  31  —  To  Transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  the  meeting. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Charles  P.  Wason  and  seconded  by  James 
Dane  that  the  Town  vote  to  request  that  expenditures  not  exceed 
appropriations  approved  at  Town  Meeting,  except  in  the  case  of  Acts  of 
God  or  other  calamity  or  not  to  exceed  5  per  cent  in  other  cases,  when 
approved  by  the  Finance  Committee.  The  assembly  defeated  this 
motion. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Thomas  Mansfield,  Sr.  and  seconded  by 
Kenneth  Barss  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  to  study  further 
the  problem  of  town  office  space.  It  was  stated  that  the  committee 
previously  appointed  for  such  a  purpose  was  willing  to  continue  to  serve. 
The  motion  carried. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Donald  Byam  and  seconded  by  Roland 
Sallada  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  The  Moderator  complimented 
outgoing  Selectman  George  Hawkins  on  his  service  to  the  Town.  Mr. 
Hawkins  was  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  and  commendation  by  the 
voters  of  New  Boston  in  attendance.  The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  at 
11:30  p.m.

School  Budget 

The  school  budget  is  approved  as  presented. 

Town  Budget 

The  town  budget  is  approved  as  presented,  subject  to  the  final  figures 
on  winter  highway  maintenance. 

The  committee  recommends  that  no  appropriation  be  made  for  old 
age  assistance;  instead  the  necessary  monies  be  taken  from 
accumulated  interest  of  the  Dr.  James  Dodge  Trust  Fund  for  poor  relief. 

The  committee  does  not  recommend  any  capital  reserve 
appropriation,  as  we  do  not  feel  it  to  be  a  sound  financial  practice. 

The  committee  does  not  recommend  the  conversion  of  the  old  fire- 
house  into  town  offices. 

The  committee  reluctantly  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  recycling 
and  incinerator  plant.  It  also  recommends  the  use  of  revenue  sharing 
funds  to  help  defray  the  first  year  costs. 

The  committee  recommends  the  $5000  for  repair  to  the  town  hall, 
using,  if  available,  the  money  from  the  timber  sold  off  of  town  land. 

The  committee  recommends  the  $3500  for  purchase  and  installation 
of  FM  radio  base  station  and  system  for  fire  department  communica- 
tion, using  revenue  sharing  funds  for  this  purpose. 

All  other  money  articles  are  recommended. 

The  Finance  Committee  would  like  to  remind  all  groups  preparing  to 
propose  expenditures  by  the  Town  that  we  are  in  existence  all  year 
round.  We  encourage  all  such  groups  to  meet  with  us  to  discuss  their 
plans  at  any  time.

This  year  was  an  exceptionally  good  year  for  the  Forest  Fire  Service 
as  we  had  only  one  fire.  It  was  by  the  help  and  co-operation  that  everyone 
has  given  us,  by  following  rules  and  getting  permits  when  needed,  that 
made  this  possible. 

The  following  is  the  State  and  Local  Forest  Fire  requirements  on 
burning  permits: 

Permits:  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be 
burned  any  material,  and  no  city  or  town  shall  kindle  or  maintain  a  fire 
on  a  public  dump,  in  or  near  woodlands,  pasture,  brush,  sprout,  waste,  or 
cut-over  land,  or  where  fire  may  be  spread  to  such  land,  except  when  the 
ground  is  COMPLETELY  covered  with  snow,  without  first  getting  a 
written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the 
burning  is  to  be  done. 

Liability :  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  causing  or  kindling  a  fire 
without  a  permit,  when  a  permit  is  required,  and  also  any  person  by 
whose  negligence  or  the  negligence  of  his  agents  any  fire  shall  be  caused, 
is  liable  to  the  town  for  all  expenses  incurred  in  attending  or  extinguish- 
ing such  fire. 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that  shall  run  upon  the 
land  of  another,  shall  pay  to  the  owner  all  damages  done  by  such  fire. 

Cooking  Fires :  When  written  permission  has  been  obtained  from  the 
land  owner;  and  verbal  permission  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  camp 
or  cooking  fires  may  be  kindled  in  fireplaces  at  suitable  times  and  in  suit- 
able places  where  they  will  not  endanger  woodlands.  Failure  to  totally 
extinguish  such  fires,  the  parties  responsible  are  subject  to  the  same  li- 
abilities and  penalties  as  for  other  fires. 

Permission:  No  person  shall  kindle  a  fire  upon  the  land  of  another 
without  the  permission  of  the  owner,  agent  or  caretaker. 

To  obtain  a  written  permit  when  needed,  you  may  call  your  Town 
Forest  Fire  Warden,  Kenneth  R.  Barss  at  2472  or  Deputy  Warden,  Harold 
Strong  at  2417.  We  would  also  appreciate  being  notified  when  you  plan  to 
burn  even  when  a  permit  is  not  required.

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Report  of  District  Fire  Chief  and 
Town  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Depart- 
ment has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility. 
Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State 
Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  citv  fire 
warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire 
wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all 
outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by 
issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only 
issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden 
deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppres- 
sion tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and 
equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in 
one  of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the 
United  States  for  the  past  20  years.

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LIBRARIAN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 
Year  Ending  December  31,  1976 


Some  progress  has  been  made  toward  increasing  the  Whipple  Free 
Library  Building  Fund  during  the  year  1976.  Although  progress  has  not 
been  as  rapid  as  we  would  wish,  the  Friends  of  the  Whipple  Free 
Library  and  the  patrons  of  the  library  have  been  most  generous  in 
support  of  our  building  effort. 

Patrick  Welsh  donated  two  Bicentennial  crocks  to  the  library  to 
assist  with  our  fund  raising.  One  was  auctioned  at  the  Friends  Annual 
Game  Night  and  the  second  was  raffled  off  July  4th,  producing  $360  for 
your  library.  Both  remain  in  New  Boston. 

Many  patrons  of  the  library,  including  many  of  the  children  of  New 
Boston,  have  been  making  their  contributions  to  the  Building  Fund 
throughout  the  year  and  this,  too,  has  begun  adding  up. 

The  Friends  of  the  Whipple  Free  Library  have  engaged  in  several 
fund  raising  projects  such  as  their  annual  plant  sale,  annual  bake  sale, 
game  night  and  auction.  Once  again  they  have  donated  40  per  cent 
($300)  of  their  annual  earnings  to  the  library  building  fund.  Plans  are 
underway  to  increase  shelf  space  in  the  library  and  the  Friends  have 
voted  to  contribute  $500  toward  that  goal. 

The  Whipple  Free  Library  serves  not  only  the  adult  population  of  the 
town,  but  also  serves  as  the  Central  School  Library  and  has  also  been 
used  by  the  Little  People's  Depot  and  Cooperative  Kindergarten  to 
introduce  New  Boston  children  to  library  services. 

By  cooperation  with  the  Bookmobile,  the  State  Reference  Depart- 
ment and  the  Hills-Town  Cooperative,  your  library  is  able  to  fill  almost 
every  request  which  is  received. 

It  is  gratifying  to  hear  the  enthusiasm  of  newcomers  who  are  amazed 
at  the  holdings  and  services  available  at  your  "small  town"  library.  We 
appreciate  their  support.

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CERTIFICATE  OF  AUDIT 


I  have  examined  and  audited  the  fiscal  accounts  and  supporting  documents  of  the 
town  for  the  year  ending  31  December  1976.  There  are  no  major  discrepancies.  It 
should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  a  very  limited  amount  of  time  is  available  for 
audit  from  the  time  accounts  are  received  and  the  time  this  report  must  be 
submitted  for  publication  in  the  town  report.  It  is  therefore  recommended  that  some 
of  the  smaller  accounts  be  reviewed  during  the  subsequent  fiscal  year  in  order  to 
allow  more  time  for  the  major  accounts  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  system  for  fiscal  accounting  in  the  town  is  simple  but  very  comprehensive. 
This  reduces  the  efforts  required  by  employees  but  insures  fiscal  control  and  retains 
budget  visibility.  Certain  recommendations  are  made  to  correct  potential  problems. 
They  are: 

a.  That  the  Selectmen's  office  continually  inform  the  clerk  of  the  status  of  resi- 
dent tax  payment  so  the  clerk  does  not  issue  vehicle  permits  to  non  payers. 

b.  That  the  Selectmen  look  into  the  clerk's  facilities  in  an  attempt  to  make 
suitable  the  adding  machine  and  the  safe  and  the  filing  capability. 

c.  That  the  Selectmen  insure  that  contracts  undertaken  by  town  officials  for  town 
organizations  have  been  awarded  through  open  competitive  bidding  as  re- 
quired by  the  Statutes  of  New  Hampshire. 

d.  That  the  Selectmen  take  action  to  terminate  Pay  Agent  activities  of  all  agents 
other  than  the  treasurer.  The  treasurer  is  the  only  pay  agent  authorized  to  pay 
out  moneys  that  are  approved  by  the  Selectmen  pursuant  to  State  Statutes. 
(This  does  not  restrict  Trust  Fund  activity.) 

e.  That  the  Selectmen  require  that  an  acceptance  and  receipt  be  made  on  all  bills 
presented  to  the  town. 

f .  That  the  Selectmen  assure  that  funds  from  the  trusts  to  the  Fire  Department 
are  deposited  in  the  general  fund  to  be  used  for  approved  Fire  Department 
requirements. 

g.  That  the  Selectmen  accept  prompt  payment  discounts  that  are  offered.  (Audit 
showed  that  the  town  paid  most  bills  within  2-4  days  but  did  not  take  advantage 
of  1-2  percent  on  prompt  payments.) 

h.  That  the  Selectmen  reduce  the  number  of  the  accounts  that  the  Road  Agent 
must  be  accountable  for.  The  Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  has  affirmed 
that  he  is  only  responsible  for  payroll  and  orders. 

The  Auditor  has  expanded  on  the  above  with  most  of  the  departments  involved. 
Added  inquiry  is  invited.

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Conservation  Commission  has  completed  the  paper  work 
required  for  purchase  of  the  former  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  right  of 
way  along  the  Piscataquog  River  between  New  Boston  village  and  the 
Goffstown  line.  An  appraisal  and  associated  report  along  with  the 
environmental  outline  of  the  project  were  completed  early  this  summer 
and  submitted  to  the  state  for  preliminary  approval.  At  this  time,  all 
application  forms  and  other  required  materials  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Bureau  of  Outdoor  Recreation.  We  expect  final  approval  and  title 
transfer  early  this  spring.  The  Commission  must  now  develop  a  Land 
Management  Plan  for  the  land. 

In  Meadowbrook  Marsh  off  Route  13  south,  additional  survey  work 
has  been  done  to  determine  the  land  area  that  will  be  covered  if  the 
water  level  is  raised  as  proposed.  Results  indicate  that  more  landowners 
will  be  involved  than  originally  thought.  Several  alternate  water  levels 
are  being  considered,  but  no  further  action  is  planned  until  all  abutters 
on  the  wetlands  can  be  contacted  for  their  views  on  the  project. 

Conservation  Commission  members  were  saddened  to  hear  of  the 
death  of  Brad  Hersey.  He  had  been  a  member  of  the  Commission  since  it 
was  first  established  by  town  voters  in  1970.  Brad  was  an  inspiring  yet 
practical  conservationist,  and  we  shall  miss  him. 

Thanks  to  Ed  Colburn,  an  Historic  and  Scenic  Sites  Map  of  New 
Boston  has  been  completed  with  information  gathered  by  members  over 
the  last  several  years.  Copies  of  this  map  should  be  available  at  Town 
Meeting. 

A  Bicentennial  Cleanup  was  sponsored  by  the  Commission  last  April. 
Our  thanks  to  those  who  participated.  When  the  snow  finally  melts  from 
town  roadsides,  the  litter  of  a  year  becomes  visible;  so  individuals  and 
groups  are  encouraged  to  take  part  in  our  annual  spring  cleanup. 

The  Commission  is  looking  into  the  possibility  of  offering  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  treatment  to  New  Boston  residents  this  spring.  A  trip  to  the  Elm 
Research  Institute  in  Harrisville  is  planned  to  gather  further  infor- 
mation. 

There  will  be  several  openings  on  the  Commission  in  1977.  Anyone 
interested  should  contact  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

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NEW  BOSTON  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  met  the  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the 
Elementary  School.  Officers  for  the  year  were  Harold  Strong  as  Chair- 
man and  Brandy  VandenBerg  as  Secretary-Treasurer.  Tom  Mansfield 
continued  as  Selectman  representative.  In  November,  the  Board  regret- 
fully accepted  the  resignation  of  Richard  Whynall  who  had  served  as 
Board  member  and  chairman  for  many  years.  Walter  Leach  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  Dick's  Term.  Nonah  Poole  continued  to  represent  the  Board 
with  the  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission. 

When  the  zoning  ordinance  which  the  Board  proposed  last  year  failed 
to  pass,  a  group  of  concerned  citizens  approached  the  Planning  Board  to 
offer  their  help  in  formulating  a  new  ordinance  and  talking  with  other 
townspeople.  This  group  became  the  Citizens  Committee  headed  by 
Yvonne  Gomes,  Robert  Todd  and  Howard  Towne.  With  this  group,  the 
Planning  Board  drew  up  a  questionnaire  on  zoning  which  was  mailed  to 
all  residents.  In  conjunction  with  the  questionnaire,  the  Citizens  Com- 
mittee organized  small  discussion  groups,  attempting  to  contact  all 
persons  on  the  current  voter  checklist.  Response  to  the  questionnaire  and 
discussion  groups  was  very  encouraging  and  gave  the  Planning  Board 
valuable  information  for  drawing  up  another  zoning  ordinance.  This 
ordinance  was  presented  first  at  an  information  meeting  in  December 
and  then  to  the  first  public  hearing  on  January  11th.  Many  more 
suggestions  were  made  at  these  two  meetings  and  the  ordinance  was 
changed  to  reflect  those  ideas.  The  2nd  public  hearing  was  held 
February  15th  and  again,  the  ordinance  will  be  voted  on  by  ballot  at 
Town  Meeting.  The  Board  feels  this  ordinance  more  clearly  reflects  the 
needs  of  the  town  and  ideas  of  the  townspeople.

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FORESTRY  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Forestry  Committee  is  in  its  tenth  year  of  responsibility  for  the 
management  of  the  forest  resource  on  town  lands.  All  management  ef- 
forts to  date  have  been  applied  to  the  Lydia  Dodge  Lot  on  Old  Coach 
Road.  Pruning,  weeding,  releasing,  and  timber  harvesting  have  been 
accomplished  on  a  majority  of  the  245  acres  on  the  property.  Total  in- 
come from  all  timber  sales  to  date  is  $27,492.47  for  a  total  of  940,918  board 
feet  harvested .  Total  expense  for  the  same  period,  including  costs  of  sur- 
veying, road  building  and  timber  stand  improvement  work,  is  $5,763.77, 
leaving  a  net  income  for  the  period  of  $21,728.50.  This  amounts  to  a  net  in- 
come of  $9.85  per  acre  per  year.  Assuming  1977  tax  rates,  this  is  $8.32  per 
acre  more  income  than  would  have  been  received  by  the  town  if  the  land 
were  in  private  ownership  and  used  as  forest  land.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
find  out  what  net  income  the  forest  will  yield  for  the  next  ten  years  now 
that  the  trees  have  been  thinned  and  improved. 

Forest  management  on  the  Siemeze  Lot  located  on  the  Middle  Branch 
Road  will  be  discussed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Forestry  Committee  this 
spring.  It  is  anticipated  that  an  improvement  harvest  will  be  ac- 
complished on  that  lot  this  year  with  expected  net  income  of  $5,000.

TOWN  HALL  CONVERSION  STUDY 
COMMITTEE  REPORT 


The  Committee  held  two  public  meetings  to  gather  information  and 
ideas  on  future  town  office  space.  Many  alternatives  were  considered 
including  the  following:  Renting  the  needed  space;  using  the  old  first 
grade  units  which  belong  to  the  school ;  remodeling  the  Old  Fire  Station ; 
remodeling  the  Town  Hall;  and  making  an  addition  to  the  New  Fire 
Station. 

Taking  into  account  the  availability  of  a  substantial  amount  of 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  it  is  felt  by  the  committee  that  the  Article  in 
the  Warrant  relative  to  remodeling  the  Old  Fire  Station  would  be  the 
best  solution  to  the  problem.

*Most  part  fees  are  $1.00  per  visit  and  are  based  on  ability  to  pay;  the 
unpaid  balance  of  the  agency  cost  for  these  visits  is  covered  by  con- 
tributions and  town  appropriations. 

**  Contract  fees  are  those  paid  by  Medicare,  Medicaid,  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration, or  some  other  form  of  insurance. 

No  Charge  visits  and  No  Fee  visits  are  unpaid  by  patients  or  third  parties 
-  contributions  and  town  appropriations  are  used  to  cover  the  cost  of 
making  these  visits. 

For  the  year  ending  9-30-75,  the  charge  per  visit  was  $13.90  for  nursing, 
$14.00  for  physical  therapy,  and  $4.50  per  hour  for  home  health  aide.  On 
the  basis  of  the  cost  analysis  for  the  previous  year's  services,  completed 
in  late  December,  1975,  charges  were  adjusted  to  $12.50  for  nursing,  $16.00 
for  physical  therapy,  and  $5.20  per  hour  for  home  health  aide.  The  cost 
analysis  just  completed,  for  services  through  9-30-76,  demonstrates  that 
the  cost  per  visit  has  again  risen,  due  to  rising  expenses  and  inflation, 
despite  increased  numbers  of  visits.

NEW  BOSTON  BICENTENNIAL  REPORT 


The  New  Boston  celebration  of  our  nation's  Bicentennial  year  got  off 
to  a  delicious  and  entertaining  start  as  our  great  NB  cooks  and  musicians 
combined  their  talents  to  create  the  international  flavor  of  the  "Melting- 
Pot  Luck  Supper"  last  January. 

The  work  of  two  NB  artists  were  selected  to  be  preserved  forever  on 
the  NB  Bicentennial  coin  and  plate.  Side  one,  designed  by  Gail  Parker 
depicts  the  town  hall,  community  church  and  the  old  fire  station  with  Joe 
English  Hill  in  the  background  and  our  beloved  "Old  Molly"  in  the  fore- 
ground. Side  two,  an  entirely  different  style,  designed  by  Dot  Hawkins 
represents  the  Indian  Joe  English  and  the  NB  Tracking  Station,  spanning 
the  two  hundred  years  of  progress  and  growth  in  our  country. 

In  February  many  New  Bostonians  donned  their  finest  18th  Century 
dress  and  danced  their  way  through  an  elegant  Bicentennial  Ball  (an 
occasional  Rock  number  was  amusing  in  long  hooped  skirts  and  knee 
britches). 

With  the  coming  of  spring,  the  Conestoga  Wagon,  contributed  by  the 
state  of  Pennsylvania,  started  it's  long  journey  from  Springvale,  Maine 
to  Valley  Forge,  Pa.  Camping  along  the  way  at  many  state  parks,  this 
wagon  collected  the  thousands  of  scrolls  signed  by  New  Englanders  re- 
dedicating  their  faith  in  the  principles  fought  for  by  our  founding  fathers 
200  years  ago.  One  evening  last  May  several  NB  children,  traveling  by 
horseback,  rode  into  the  Greenfield  State  Park  encampment  and 
presented  to  the  Wagon  Master  scrolls  containing  over  600  NB  signatures. 

During  the  Memorial  Day  ceremony  at  the  cemetery  last  May,  the  NB 
Girl  Scout  troop  placed  at  the  site  of  the  first  NB  church,  a  Time  Capsule 
containing  items  contributed  by  many  NB  organizations.  Hopefully,  100 
years  from  now  this  will  provide  a  meaningful  glimpse  of  life  in  New 
Boston  "1976  style"! 

In  early  June  the  NB  Recreation  Commission  (responsible  for  so 
many  hours  of  fun  for  young  and  old  during  the  past  year)  sponsored  a 
great  day  of  games,  music  and  international  foods  at  an  Americafest. 
We're  sure  that  all  who  had  the  opportunity  to  enjoy  this  day  hopes  it  will 
become  an  annual  event. 

Also,  in  June  NB  was  honored  with  the  designation  of  an  official  Bicen- 
tennial Community.  Several  members  of  the  N.H.  State  Bicentennial 
Commission  and  state  officials  attended.  Mrs.  Samuel  C.  Tarrant  of  the 
State  Commission,  presented  the  Bicentennial  flag  to  Selectman  Roland 
Sallada  and  the  official  certificate  to  Miss  Elsie  Warren. 

A  thought  provoking  speech  by  George  Hawkins  on  where  our  society 
was  headed,  patriotic  plays  by  the  NB  Girl  Scouts,  a  flag  ceremony  by  the 
NB  Cub  Scouts  and  Your  fantastic  attendance  made  it  a  moving  and 
memorable  day. 

The  Grand  and  Glorious  Fourth! !  Governor  Thomson  led  the  parade 
and  started  the  festivities  with  a  patriotic  address  and  the  firing  of  the 
Molly  Stark.  Auction  of  the  first  New  Boston  coins  and  an  old  fashioned 
day  of  games,  good  music  and  our  famous  chicken  barbecue  filled  a 
beautiful  July  day.  To  top  off  the  celebration  the  NB  players  presented  a 
merry  melodrama  and  almost  10,000  people  ooohed  and  aaahed  through 
the  most  spectacular  fireworks  show  ever! 
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New  Boston's  colorful  history  and  people  have  made  enjoyable 
reading  in  the  weekly  articles  prepared  by  Rena  Davis  and  NB  Historical 
Society  for  the  Goffstown  News.  For  those  who  have  missed  them,  we 
have  saved  all  and  will  prepare  them  to  be  placed  in  the  library. 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  working  on  an  historical  map 
of  NB.  This  project  will  be  completed  by  the  Historical  Society  and  the 
Southern  N.H.  Regional  Planning  Commission.  Perhaps  copies  of  this 
will  be  available  to  you  during  the  next  year.  The  Commission  is  also 
working  on  a  small  park  directly  across  from  the  Depot. 

The  Bicentennial  Committee  applied  for  and  received  a  Federal  Grant 
to  be  used  to  establish  an  historical  house.  However,  since  a  site  has  not 
been  located,  alternate  uses  for  the  grant  are  being  explored. 

New  Boston  Abounds  in  Bicentennial  souvenirs....  there  is  something 
for  everyone!  The  American  Legion  sponsored  a  license  plate  with  the  Bi- 
C  symbol  (contact  James  Dane).  The  historical  society  has  reproduced 
many  old  NB  post  cards  and  had  them  bound,  (contact  Rena  Davis).  The 
committee  had  both  NB  coins  and  plates  produced.  The  coins  are 
available  in  numbered  silver  and  pewter,  (the  NB  historical  society  will 
keep  in  trust  for  the  town,  the  first  silver  coin)  (contact  Pat  Getman, 
Nonah  Poole,  or  the  Selectmen) .  Some  of  each  are  still  available  and  will 
be  for  sale  at  Town  Meeting.  Probably  none  of  us  will  ever  see  another 
centennial  year.  We  hope  that  your  family  will  have  at  least  one  of  these 
heirlooms  to  pass  on  to  future  generations. 

Space  simply  does  not  permit  a  complete  list  of  all  who  made  this  year 
great,  but  you  know  who  you  are.  THANK  YOU  VERY  MUCH  FOR

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REPORT  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON 
RECREATION  COMMISSION  FOR  1976

and  Tammy  for  their  great  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Commission.  Officers 
elected  for  the  year  1976  are:  Sandy  Gallup,  chairman;  Betsy  Moody, 
vice  chairman;  Janet  Nixon,  treasurer;  and  Jo-Ann  Herbert,  secretary. 

The  first  big  accomplishment  was  the  completion  of  the  Daniels 
Memorial  Tennis  Court  which  was  dedicated  on  Memorial  Day.  Tennis 
lessons  were  then  given  on  this  court  by  Winnie  Gray  and  Morris  Smith 
during  the  summer.  This  court  was  then  very  busy  during  almost  every 
daylight  hour  until  the  snow  fell.  Our  many  thanks  to  all  those  who 
helped  in  any  way  to  make  this  special  project  so  successful. 

The  Bicentennial  year  was  recognized  by  the  Recreation  Commission 
by  the  celebration  of  an  "Americafest"  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Sandy  Gallup  and  Heidi  Palmer.  The  day  began  with  a  pancake  break- 
fast followed  by  a  fishing  derby,  kite  tournament,  and  a  day  full  of 
games  and  fun  for  all  ages  under  the  leadership  of  Jane  Kennedy  and 
Roberta  Gray.  The  day-long  celebration  was  ended  with  an  international 
supper  consisting  of  Irish,  Mexican,  Italian,  German,  Polish,  Greek,  and 
American  foods.  These  foods  were  prepared  and  served  by  cooks  with 
those  ethnic  backgrounds.  Music  during  and  after  supper  was  provided 
by  Walt  Elmore  and  his  Dixieland  Band.  This  event  was  most  successful 
financially  and  recreationally! 

Swimming  lessons  under  the  direction  of  Corky  Trimbur  were 
enjoyed  by  well  over  100  children  and  adults.  Classes  were  held  for 
beginners,  advanced  beginners,  intermediate,  swimmer,  and  basic 
rescue  and  water  safety.  Many  thanks  to  both  Kennedy  families  and  the 
William  Barss'  for  the  use  of  their  pools. 

Baseball  and  softball  were  active  sports  this  summer  with  New 
Boston  bringing  home  two  trophies.  Boys  and  girls  baseball  was  coached 
by  Jerry  Kennedy.  Girls  softball  was  coached  by  Tammy  Kennedy  and 
Jo-Ann  Herbert.  Congratulations  to  these  girls  for  a  fine  season  and  also 
for  bringing  home  the  Goffstown-New  Boston  Softball  Tournament 
Perpetual  Trophy.  The  Men's  Softball  team  under  coach  Ken  Perkins 
also  had  a  great  season.  They  brought  home  a  trophy  from  the  Henniker 
Men's  Softball  Tournament.  Congratulations  to  all  these  fine  players. 

Other  summer  programs  were  soccer  under  the  direction  of  coach 
Red  Roberts ;  arts  and  crafts  under  the  leadership  of  Bernice  Huett  and 
Nancy  Cook;  and  canoeing  directed  by  Gail  Parker.  All  in  all,  summer 
in  New  Boston  was  a  busy  time  for  all  enrolled  in  these  varied  activities. 

A  great  loss  was  felt  by  the  Commission  with  the  passing  of  Waldon 
B.  Hersey  on  August  11,  1976.  Mr.  Hersey  served  as  the  Senior  Adult 
advisor  on  the  Commission  and  also  as  the  leader  of  the  badminton 
program.  This  position  was  filled  by  his  very  capable  wife,  Lois. 

Fall  and  winter  programs  began  in  October  with  ballet  classes  held 
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in  the  Town  Hall  for  those  six  to  twelve  years  old.  Many  thanks  to  Mrs. 
Ann  Dilly  and  Mrs.  Beverly  Kilmartin  for  their  hours  of  patience  and 
devotion  in  teaching  basic  and  intermediate  ballet.  Ballet  ended  in 
December  with  a  trip  to  see  the  Nutcracker  Suite  at  the  Palace  Theatre 
by  some  of  these  students. 

Figure  skating  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Patty  Grosso  at  the  Monadnock 
Skating  Arena  in  Milford  for  a  total  of  eight  weeks.  Hockey  is  being 
taught  by  Bill  Monbouquette  at  the  Goffstown  Public  Ice  Rink  on 
Saturday  mornings. 

Basketball  for  those  in  grades  five  to  nine  was  held  on  Mondays 
during  November,  December,  and  January  at  the  Town  Hall  and  was 
taught  by  Ken  Perkins. 

About  50  gymnasts  are  getting  their  exercise  on  Saturday  mornings 
at  the  Town  Hall  with  Peg  Normandin  doing  the  coaching.  These  young- 
sters are  hoping  to  put  on  a  demonstration  for  their  parents  and  friends 
at  the  end  of  their  classes. 

Special  activities  conducted  this  year  by  the  Recreation  Commission 
were  a  Family  Fun  Night,  Ski  and  Skate  Sale,  Ping  Pong  Tournament 
and  a  Snowmobile  Snodeo.  Family  Fun  Night  was  held  on  a  Sunday 
evening  and  fun  was  had  by  all  those  who  did  attend.  The  Ski  and  Skate 
Sale  was  a  success  as  far  as  it  being  done  for  the  first  time  this  year.  We 
hope  to  make  this  an  annual  event  bigger  and  better  each  year.  The 
Ping  Pong  tournament  was  held  at  the  4-H  Youth  Center  and  plans  are 
being  made  to  hold  another  before  the  year  is  over. 

A  snowmobile  snodeo  was  held  in  January  and  attended  largely  by 
New  Boston  residents.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  see  so  many  people  from 
New  Boston  come  to  support  a  program  sponsored  by  their  Commission. 

Senior  Adult  Advisor  Lois  Hersey  announced  two  special  activities 
this  year  for  those  55  and  over.  A  trip  to  the  "Octoberfest"  at  Sunapee 
State  Park  was  made  by  four  senior  residents  of  New  Boston.  In 
January,  1977,  a  cross  country  ski  tour  and  clinic  was  attended  by  New 
Boston  senior  adults.  A  spelling  bee  is  also  being  planned. 

In  October  Martha  Eiermann  was  named  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by 
Jo-Ann  Herbert's  resignation  because  of  a  new  job. 

Appointments  to  the  Commission  covering  those  whose  terms  are  up 
are  made  by  the  Selectmen  from  a  slate  recommended  by  the  existing 
membership.  Semi-annual  meetings  are  held  in  November  and  April 
with  the  public  invited  and  notices  of  two  weeks  being  given.  Our  books 
are  available  for  inspection  at  any  time. 

We  ask  that  any  persons  willing  to  volunteer  their  services  to  keep 
the  Recreation  Commission  in  successful  operation  without  going  into 
the  expense  of  hired  personnel,  contact  any  one  of  the  members.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  New  Boston: 

I  herein  submit  my  1976  report  relative  to  the  New  Boston  Central 
School. 

New  Boston  Central  School  enrolled  210  students  for  the  1976-77  school 
year  with  201  tuitioned  to  Goffstown  AREA  High  School.  The  distribution 
of  students  attending  public  schools  is  as  follows:

Principal  Roberts  reports  that  leaving  the  Central  School  staff  in 
June,  1976,  after  several  years  of  dedicated  service,  were  Mrs.  Thorp 
and  Mrs.  Simpson.  Mrs.  Linda  Hersey  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  at 
the  Readiness  level  while  Mr.  David  Mudrick  was  assigned  a  classroom 
of  first  and  second  grade  students.  Mrs.  Joanne  Weed  joined  the  staff  as 
the  new  music  teacher  and  Mrs.  Jane  Johnson  became  a  teacher  aide 
working  with  the  third  grade.  Miss  Janis  Wright  replaced  Mrs.  Hersey 
as  Title  I  Educational  Assistant. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS 

New  Boston  Central  School,  through  the  Supervisory  Union  19  Title  I 
Project,  has  made  significant  progress  in  referring,  diagnosing, 
prescribing,  and  remediating  special  learning  needs.  Students  with  such 
needs  are  now  receiving  special  attention  within  the  classroom,  from  the 
learning  disability  assistant,  or  through  institutions  and  programs 
outside  the  district. 

Supervisory  Union  19  has  developed  a  special  services  procedure 
which  is  followed  by  each  of  the  five  school  districts.  New  Boston 
Central  School  has  a  Special  Needs  Core  Team  to  which  students  with 
special  needs  may  be  referred  by  school  personnel,  parents,  or  by  the 
students  themselves.  The  Core  Team  meets  to  decide  whether  special 
instruction,  treatment,  or  potential  placement  is  needed.  If  the  problem 
is  a  non-handicap  problem  requiring  special  treatment  within  the 
school,  the  Core  Team  prescribes  a  program  of  remediation. 

If  a  handicap  requiring  special  placement  is  suspected,  the  Core 
Team  makes  referral  to  the  Supervisory  Union  19  Placement  Evaluation 
Team.  This  team  collects  and  reviews  all  case  information  and  then 
makes  its  recommencation  for  placement. 
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STAFF  DEVELOPMENT 

The  New  Boston  Staff  Development  Master  Plan  has  been  imple- 
mented since  July,  1975.  Most  staff  members  are  half-way  through  their 
first  three-year  personal  plans  for  professional  growth  necessary  to 
fulfill  certification  requirements. 

The  purpose  of  Staff  Development  is  to  allow  the  local  school  district 
the  opportunity  to  analyze  the  needs  of  the  school  system,  to  develop 
goals  and  objectives  to  meet  these  needs,  to  involve  staff  members  in 
activities  which  will  work  toward  achieving  the  stated  goals,  and  to 
evaluate  the  degree  to  which  these  objectives  have  been  achieved. 

This  process  represents  a  channel  of  communication  through  which 
the  various  publics  within  the  school  community  can  have  a  real 
influence  on  the  design  of  the  local  school  system.  Membership  on  the 
Staff  Development  Committee  is  comprised  of  representatives  elected 
from  their  respective  peer  groups  ~  school  board,  teachers,  parents,  and 
students. 

CURRICULUM  EVALUATION 

During  the  past  three  years,  teachers  from  New  Boston  Central 
School  have  participated  on  a  union  curriculum  committee.  This 
committee  comprised  of  representatives  from  the  Dunbarton,  Goffs- 
town,  and  New  Boston  School  Districts,  each  year  has  the  task  of 
reviewing  a  particular  subject  area  and  selecting  the  best  textbook  or 
program  to  use  in  teaching  that  curriculum  area.  The  cycle  has  been 
established  so  that  each  subject  area  is  reviewed  every  five  years.  To 
date,  the  committee  has  reviewed  English,  reading,  and  social  studies. 
Next  year,  math  will  be  considered  and  the  following  year  science,  thus 
completing  the  five-year  cycle. 

STANDARDIZED  TESTING  RESULTS 
1975  -  76 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  students  in  Grades  1  -  6  were 
administered  the  1973  Stanford  Achievement  Test.  School  year  1975-76 
marked  the  first  time  New  Boston  Central  School  utilized  machine 
scoring  services  in  an  attempt  to  obtain  more  meaningful  data.  The 
performance  of  New  Boston  students  compared  most  favorably  with  the 
national  average.  Ninety-three  percent  of  those  tested  scored  within  or 
above  the  national  average  range. 

BUILDING  MAINTENANCE 

During  the  past  three  years,  the  New  Boston  Central  School  building 
has  received  a  significant  maintenance  service.  Every  interior  wall  in 
the  building  has  been  painted.  New  tile  has  been  installed  in  the  corridor 
of  the  older  part  of  the  building.  The  doors  at  every  entrance  to  the 
building  were  repaired  and  made  secure.  During  the  past  summer,  the 
roof  of  the  main  building  was  inspected  and  necessary  repairs  were 
made. 

In  the  immediate  future,  plans  are  being  made  to  repair  the  wooden 
roof  overhang.  Many  of  the  boards  should  be  replaced  and  the  entire 
trim  should  be  painted.  The  other  major  maintenance  task  should  be  the 
replacement  of  hardware  on  a  few  of  the  metal  window  units. 

POPULATION  PROJECTION 

As  we  look  to  the  future,  the  topic  of  most  concern  involves  the 
population  projection.  New  Boston  Central  School  in  the  fall  of  1976 
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opened  with  twenty-three  more  students  than  had  been  anticipated  in 
June.  Should  this  trend  continue,  the  physical  plant  and  educational 
program  will  soon  be  squeezed.  It  is  not  premature  to  begin  planning  for 
what  seems  to  be  an  inevitable  population  increase.

Three  immunization  clinics  were  held  this  school  year.  Dr.  Jeanne 
Arnold  of  Peterborough  was  the  attending  physician.  A  total  of 
ninety -two  immunizations  were  given.  The  town  now  has  94  percent  of 
its  school-age  children  completely  immunized. 

On  October  7,  1975  school  physicals  were  given  by  Dr.  Albert  Snay  to 
a  group  of  seventy -five  children. 

In  October  and  November  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  saw  a 
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television  program  series  on  Drugs,  Smoking  and  Alcohol. 

In  January  and  February,  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students  saw 
filmstrips  on  self -awareness. 

The  first  three  grades  saw  filmstrips  on  Dental  Care  in  February. 
Disclosing  tablets  were  given  out  to  these  children  too. 

In  March  separate  programs  on  puberty  were  given  to  the  fourth 
grade  girls,  and  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  students.  A  question  and 
answer  period  followed  each  one. 

A  pre-school  vision  and  hearing  screening  program  was  sponsored  by 
the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare.  This  was  held 
on  April  22,  1976  at  the  Community  Church.  Under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Natalie  Smith,  a  total  of  thirty-four  pre-schoolers  were  tested. 

First  grade  registration  was  held  May  4,  5  &  6.  A  total  of  thirty 
children  were  registered  for  the  fall. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  thank  Principal  Fred  Roberts,  all  the 
teachers,  parents  and  volunteers  for  all  the  help  given  me  during  this 
past  year.

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MEETING  OF  THE  NEW  BOSTON  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

March  12,  1976 

Moderator  David  Woodbury  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  8:02  p.m. 
The  Rev.  Joseph  Holland  said  a  prayer  and  Mrs.  Cora  Trimbur  led  the 
salute  to  the  Flag.  Mr.  Woodbury  introduced  himself,  Thelma  Neville, 
School  District  Clerk;  Gail  Parker,  outgoing  Treasurer  and  newest 
member  of  the  School  Board;  Carolyn  Todd,  incoming  Treasurer; 
outgoing  Board  member,  Cora  Trimbur;  and  Jady  Judy,  School  Board 
member.  Mr.  Woodbury  expressed  regret  that  Robert  Normandin  was 
unable  to  be  with  us.  The  Moderator  then  introduced  members  of  the 
Supervisory  Union  Staff,  Antonio  Paradis,  Superintendent;  Howard 
Kettler,  Business  Manager;  Howard  Wagner,  Assistant  Superintendent; 
and  New  Boston  Central  School  Principal,  Fred  Roberts. 

Article  l  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers  or 
agents  of  the  District. 

Cora  Trimbur  moved,  seconded  by  Jady  Judy,  and  unanimously  voted 
to  accept  salaries  as  printed  on  page  88  of  the  Town  Report. 

Article  2  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Of- 
ficers chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

It  was  moved  by  Cora  Trimbur,  seconded  by  Jady  Judy,  and  voted  to 
accept  the  reports  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report. 

Article  3  To  choose  Agents  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any  subject 
embraced  in  this  warrant. 

It  was  moved  by  Cora  Trimbur  and  seconded  by  Jady  Judy  to  pass 
over  Article  3,  and  unanimously  voted. 

Article  4  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to 
make  application  for  and  to  accept,  on  behalf  of  the  District,  any  or  all 
grants  or  offers  for  educational  purposes  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
forthcoming  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and-or  the  United  States. 

It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy,  seconded  by  Cora  Trimbur,  and  after  an 
explanation  unanimously  voted  to  approve  Article  4. 

Article  5  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  permit  the  recitation  of  the 
traditional  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the  Flag  in 
public  elementary  schools.  Pupil  participation  shall  be  voluntary. 

It  was  moved  by  Cora  Trimbur  and  seconded  by  Thomas  Mansfield. 

Mrs.  Trimbur  explained  that  this  Article  was  in  the  warrant  in  order 
to  get  the  feelings  of  the  Town,  but  that  even  if  passed,  prayer  would  not 
be  mandatory. 

David  Nixon  advised  that  any  ruling  on  either  banning  prayer  or 
making  it  compulsory  is  unconstitutional,  and  he  amended  the  Article  to 
read:  That  the  New  Boston  School  District  record  itself  as  being  in  favor 
of  saying  and  living  according  to  the  Lord's  Prayer  in  all  our  daily  ac- 
tivities, without  restriction  or  compulsion.  This  amendment  was 
seconded  by  Donald  Byam. 

Mr.  Roberts,  Central  School  Principal,  was  asked  what  present  policy 
was  in  regard  to  prayer.  He  said  that  currently  the  school  day  started 
with  the  salute  to  the  flag,  a  moment  of  silent  prayer,  and  the  singing  of 
the  National  Anthem,  America  the  Beautiful,  or  some  similar  song. 

After  much  discussion,  Mr.  Judy  said  that  the  recitation  of  the  Lord's 
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Prayer  in  class  would  be  left  up  to  the  individual  teachers,  but  that  the 
School  Board  would  let  the  administration  know  the  feelings  of  the  Town, 
and  they,  in  turn,  would  advise  the  teachers.  He  said  that  at  this  time, 
prayer  in  the  New  Boston  School  is  no  problem. 

After  considerable  discussion,  Howard  Towne  moved  the  question  and 
Kenneth  Barss  seconded.  It  was  voted  unanimously.  On  a  return  to  the 
amendment,  it  was  voted  unanimously.  On  return  to  the  main  motion  as 
amended,  this  was  voted  unanimously. 

Article  6  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  an  architect  or  architectural  firm 
to  prepare  preliminary  plans  and  specifications  for  an  addition  to  the 
New  Boston  Elementary  School. 

This  Article  was  moved  by  Cora  Trimbur,  and  seconded  by  Patricia 
Normandin.  Gail  Parker  said  that  after  an  analysis  of  enrollment, 
present  facilities,  etc.,  that  any  additions  were  not  necessary  at  this  time, 
and  she  would  like  to  see  this  Article  defeated.  Several  people  spoke  in 
opposition  to  any  consideration  of  this  Article  at  this  time.  Patricia  Nor- 
mandin asked  that  if  the  Article  were  voted  down,  that  the  idea  not  be 
voted  down. 

The  Article  was  voted  on  and  unanimously  defeated. 

Article  7  It  was  moved  by  Jady  Judy,  and  seconded  by  Cora  Trimbur 
that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $446,791  for  the  support 
of  schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  of  School  District  Officials  and 
Agents,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  and  contractual  obligations  of 
the  District. 

After  some  discussion,  David  Nixon  moved  that,  if  it  is  advisable,  that 
for  purposes  of  next  year's  meeting  and  all  meetings  therafter,  a  com- 
parison of  expenditures  be  included  in  the  Town  Report.  Kenneth  Barss 
seconded  the  motion,  but  it  was  struck  down  as  not  proper  business  under 
this  Article. 

The  School  Board  presented  a  detailed  breakdown  by  line  item  of  the 
budget  and  the  following  information  was  noted:  That  the  average  class 
consisted  of  22  pupils ;  that  the  pupil  transportation  contract  had  only  1 
year  left;  that  fuel  prices  had  been  reduced  since  preparation  of  the 
budget,  and  perhaps  this  item  was  high;  that  teacher  salary  increases 
averaged  7  percent;  that  tuition  to  Goffstown  schools  had  again  in- 
creased. 

Kenneth  Barss  went  on  record  as  noting  that  the  amount  appropriated 
for  "other  expenses"  was  probably  too  low  to  attain  the  safety  levels 
recommended  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Roland  Sallada  asked  if  renegotiation  of  the  School  debt  had  been  con- 
sidered ;  that  it  might  be  possible  to  get  a  rate  lower  than  7  %  percent.  Mr. 

Kettler  responded  that  this  possibility  had  not  been  explored;  that  any 
penalties  and  fees  incurred  might  outweigh  any  reduction  in  interest; 
that  they  would  investigate  the  possibility. 

Howard  Towne  moved  that  the  amount  appropriated  be  reduced  by 
$15,000;  seconded  by  Donald  Byam. 

When  asked  where  these  cuts  might  be  made,  Mr.  Towne  suggested 
heat,  salaries,  payments  of  debt,  tuition  for  exceptional  students,  and  five 
or  six  other  areas.  After  much  discussion,  Candy  Woodbury  moved  the 
question,  with  second  by  Barbara  Eierman.  It  was  unanimously  voted. 

On  voice  vote  for  the  amendment,  the  Chair  was  in  doubt  and  called 
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for  a  division  of  the  house,  with  19  recorded  in  favor,  and  26  opposed. 

On  return  to  the  main  motion,  Ken  Barss  moved  that  the  sum  ap- 
propriated be  reduced  to  $438,791,  with  second  by  Walter  Houghton.  After 
much  discussion,  David  Nixon  moved  the  previous  question  and  Edward 
Gallagher  seconded.  It  was  unanimously  voted  to  move  the  previous 
question. 

On  return  to  the  motion  to  appropriate  $438,791,  the  chair  was  in  doubt 
and  called  for  a  division  of  the  house.  The  vote  was  19  in  favor  and  26 
opposed. 

David  Nixon  moved  the  previous  question;  Candy  Woodbury  secon- 
ded. The  chair  was  again  in  doubt  and  a  division  of  the  house  indicated  25 
in  favor  of  cutting  off  debate,  with  13  opposed.  Since  this  requires  a  vote 
of  two- thirds,  discussion  continued. 

Walter  Houghton  moved  that  we  amend  the  amount  appropriated  to 
$442,791,  with  second  by  Leon  Daniels.  David  Nixon  amended  the 
amendment  to  add  the  words,  "provided  that  there  shall  be  no  change  in 
the  School  Board's  proposal  to  increase  teacher  and  staff  salaries  by  7 
percent".  Mr.  Houghton  and  Mr.  Daniels  agreed  to  this  amendment  to 
their  original  amendment. 

Howard  Towne  moved  the  previous  question,  with  second  by  Martin 
Wain,  and  it  was  unanimously  voted. 

Upon  vote  of  the  amendment,  it  was  unanimous. 

On  return  to  the  main  motion,  it  was  unanimously  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $442,791,  provided  that  there  shall  be  no  change  in 
the  School  Board's  proposal  to  increase  teacher  and  staff  salaries  by  7 
percent. 

Article  8  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting. 

It  was  moved  by  David  Nixon,  with  second  by  Kenneth  Barss  that  the 
annual  School  District  report  include  each  and  every  year  a  line  item 
"comparative  statement  of  appropriations  and  expenditures"  to  date  as 
to  all  monies  appropriated  for  and  spent  relative  to  School  District 
operations,  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  and  School  Reports. 

Jady  Judy  moved  that  we  give  Cora  Trimbur  a  round  of  applause  for 
her  service  and  a  welcome  to  Gail  Parker  as  new  Board  member.  A 
round  of  applause  was  given  to  Mrs.  Trimbur,  and  David  Nixon  moved 
that  we  adjourn  in  honor  of  retiring  School  Board  Member  Cora  Trimbur 
with  thanks  and  commendation  to  her,  the  other  members  of  the  School 
Board,  Superintendent  Antonio  Paradis,  Principal  Fred  Roberts,  the 
School  Teachers  and  staff,  and  finally  with  special  thanks  for  the 
recovery  from  his  illness  of  dedicated  School  Board  member,  Dr.  Robert 
Normandin.  A  standing  ovation  followed  and  the  District  meeting  was 
adjourned  at  11:40  p.m.
